THE GRAND RAPIDS IDEA. 


(The Outlook.) 


It is clea/ that if the old Maine was destroyed by an

That much should long ago have dictated the 
work now in hand if there had never been any ques- 
tion of the means by which the ill-fated warship was 
sent to the sea bottom. 


The latest theory to he developed in the evolution of, 


municipal government Is the "Grand Rapids idea"—an 
idea which may be destined to become as famous as the 
commission plan. 
The new Grand Rapids charter has 


not yet been submitted to the people. 
But it contains 


original provisions of such character as to have already 
attracted wide 'interest among students of civic reform. 
Grand Rapids proposes to Vise "the cabinet plan" as set 
off against the "commission plan;" and it is declared 
that the Grand Rapids idea saves all of the advantages 
which reside in commission government and eliminates 
all of the evils attaching thereto. 
A non-partisan mayor, 


upon whom responsibility is directly concentrated, heads 
the city government. 
He is, in fact and in name,, in 


theory and in practice, the general manager of the mu- 
nicipality. 
Under him the administration of city affairs 


is grouped into four departments—public health and 
safety, finance and accounting, public works, parks and 
public property. 
At the head of each department is a 


department manager, who is appointed by the mayor for 
service during good behavior. 
These four department 


managers constitute the mayor's cabinet (modeled after 
the federal presidential cabinet plan), and the cabinet, 
with the mayor, constitutes an administrative hoard in 
which Is vested the complete administrative authority 
of the city. Meanwhile, the legislative functions—which 
are entirely separated from the administrative functions 
—are Intrusted to a common council of twelve members. 
One objection urged against the so-called commission 
plan is that both legislative and administrative func- 
tions are joined in a single body—a juncture, which is 
hostile to the American idea of governmental organi- 
zation. 
Another objection is that the commission plan 


requires the popular election of administrative depart- 
ment heads, who should be employed because of their 
peculiar fitness and ability for the task in hand rather 
than because they happen to he able to get the votes. 
Both objections are overcome in the Grand Rapids cab- 
inet idea; and yet real advantage of the commission 
plan is saved. The Grand Rapids plan, furthermore, re- 
tains the purely legislative body which is characteristic 
of American governmental ideas, as evident in every 
state and in the union of states itself. 
The Grand Rap- 


ids charter contains many features that have character- 
ized municipal reform in other places—the "short bal- 
lot," the elimination of party nominations, the initiative, 
referendum and recall, restrictions of franchises and the 
recognition of the need of civic centers by the establish- 
ment of an appropriate commission.

OPEN EVENINGS. 


Trees in watersheds have a beneficial 


effect, according to the last annual re- 
port of the board of water commission- 
ers of Middlcton, Conn., in which it is 
recommended that 46,725 trees be set 
out at Higby reservoir. 
The benefits 


to be derived from a growth of trees 
on the watershed of the reservoir are 
said to be the following: The roots of 
the trees hold the soil and to a great 
extent prevent its wash into the res- 
ervoir; the leaves and twigs that fall 
form a covering on the ground that 
protects the soil from the wash ot the 
rainfall; they also absorb a 
large 


quantity of water and let in flow oft 
gradually to the reservoir, thus con- 
tinuing to be a benefit to a water sup- 
ply for a long time after a cleared land 
would be dry; the foliage ot the trees 
forms a canopy which serves to lessen 
the effect of evaporation upon the sur- 
face of the ground.
